Section 108{d} 2i{a) of the Clean Alr Act
requires at least one of the seven members be a member of the National Academy of Sciences.
However, none of the seven current CASAC members are listed in the MA%S directory. Is that directory
incorrect, and one of the CASAC members is, in fact, a member of NAS? If none are NAS members,
doesn’t that mean EPA is violating the Clean Air Act? If so, what does EPA plan to do to follow the rule of
law?

| did notice that new chairman Tony Cox is a member of the National Academy of Engineering, but the
Clean Air Act is clear about the NAS requirement, and the NAE and NAS are different entities.
